FORECAST FOR THE WEEK. 
Washington, D. C., May 25.—The weather bureau's 
weekly forecast, issued under last night's date, 
follows: 

During the next three days a barometric ae 
pression will advance from the Rocky moun- 
tains to the Atlantic coast, attended by rains 
from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico. In the 
central valleys and lake region the rain period 
will continue about two days. The advance of 
the depression will be retarded by the high 
barometric pressure over the northeastern dis- 
tricts that will cause a continuation of unset- 
tled weather im the Atlantic states from the 
middie until about the close of the week. Im- 
portant temperature changes are not indicated. 
In advance of the western rain area temper- 
atures in the interior will, however, be above 
the seasonal average.

DIVORCE DECREE GRANTED. 


No Mention of Alimony in Document 
Parting the Pair. 


— 


New York, May 2.—[Special.]—On the 
application of Carter, Ledyard & Milburn, 
Justice O'Gorman of the Supreme court 
signed an interlocutory decree today, grant- 
ing to Ellen French Vanderbilt a divorce 
from Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. The de- 
cree confirms the report of David McClure, 
as referee, and gives the custody of the 7 
year old child, Wiliam H. Vanderbilt, to the 
mother. 

A paragraph was incorporated in the pro- 
posed decree directing that the papers in the 
case be sealed. This paragraph was estrick- 
en out by Justice O’Gorman, and the papers 
were not sealed. The co-resporident in the 
case is “‘an unknown woman.” 


Names an “Unknown Woman.” 


Mrs. Vanderbilt. after reciting the fact of 
their marriage, alleged her hueband had been 
guilty of a statutory offense with an un- 
known woman at Richman, Va. She alleged 
further that she had only known of the ai- 
leged misconduct within the last five years, 
and that said umlewful act was not commit- 
ted with her privity, consent, or procurement. 

Before the referee Mre. Vanderbilt merely 
testified to the marriage, the‘ date of the 
birth of their child, and to thé fact that the 
offense charged by her was committed with- 
out her knowledge, connivance, or procure- 
ment. She also stated that ne divorce sult 
was pending against him in any other state 
and that she was not the e@ndant in any 
suit for divorce instituted by him either in 
this state or elsewhere, - 


Valet Tells Story of Misconduct. 

Harry Kempster, who has been Vander- 
bilt's valet for many years, was the chief 
witness produced in support of Mrs. Vander- 
bilt’s allegations. Kempster testified that 
Mr. Vanderbilt, his employer, had been 
guilty of improper relations with a woman 
whose name he, Kempster, did not know. 
The alleged misconduct occurred, according 
to Kempster, on Mr. Vanderbilt's private 
car, the Wayfarer, in October, 1906, oh a trip 
from Norfolk to Richmond, Va. Kempster 
was not certain of the date, and could only 
fix it as the 17th, 18th, 19th, or 20th of Octo- 
ber. 

Benedict Clarke, another witness, testified 
to having met Mr. Vanderbilt in the com- 
pany of a woman who, according to Mr. 
Clarke, was introduced as Mre. Ruiz. A 
woman of this name has been associated 
with rumors of the Vanderbilt divorce suit 
for several months, 


Notes on Case Barred. 

Though there was no order sealing the 
papers in the Vanderbilt case, Justice O’Gor- 
man directed the clerks not to allow any one 
to make notes-of the contents of the papers. 
Under the penal code it is a misdemeanor to 
take notes of such proceedings unless for 


the interested parties or the attorneys im- | 


mediately concerned. 

The interlocutory decrees directs that Mr. 
Vanderbilt may apply-at any time to the 
Supreme court. upon five days’ notice to Mrs. 


Vanderbilt, for “ directions in respect to bis 


‘Van 


rights of access to and intercourse with ” the 
child, Wildam H. Vanderbilt. There ts no 
provision for alimony in the decree, nor is 
the subject referred to in the referee's re- 
port. 
Mr. Vanderbilt appeared in opposition to 
the suit through his counsel, Anderson & 
Anderson, and served answer to Mrs. Van- 
derbilt’s complaint. The answer is merely 
a general denial of her allegations as to mis- 
conduct, and it does not appear that Vander- 
bilt took any more active part in opposing 
the trial of the case or entry of the decree. 


Vanderbilt May Not Marry. 

It will be three months before the final de- 
cree can ben entered, at the end of which 
time Mrs. Vanderbilt can apply for a final] 
decree, and may then, when it is granted, 
which will be purely a matter of form, re- 
sume her maiden name, French, if she 
chooses. She may also marry again, in this 
or any other state, but Mr. Vanderbilt; under 
the laws of this state, will be prohibited from 
marrying again until she is dead, unless at 
the end of five years, on production of proper 
papers to show that he has been of good 
moral character and behavior since the entry 
of the final decree, he obtains from the Su- 
preme court permission to marry. His up- 
cle, William K. Vanderbilt Sr., obtained 
such permission before marrying hie pres- 
ent wife, who was.Mrs. Rutherford.

The winds 
will be southerly. Tomorrow will follow to- 
day’s example ag to winds, temperature, and 
rain. 

While yesterday's temperature was high 
for May, it was not a record. May 31, 1895, 
set the high mark with 94 degrees, and on 
May 17, 1006, a temperatufe of 90 degrees wae 
reached. 


THEFT PART OF FRAT RITUAL? 


Novel Plea Made by Ann Arbor Student 
Fined for Disorderly Con- 
duct. , 


Ann Arbor, Mich., May 25.—[Special.]— 
That he was forced to steal as part of his 
secret society initiation ritual was the plea 
of George Van Brunt of Kansas City in Jus- 
tice Doty’s court today. 

Van Brunt and Thomas C. Wanty of Grand 
Rapids spent Sunday in jail. The boys, with 
several companions, were returning home 
after a session at. the Pipe and Bowl club. 
when Patrolman O'Mara says they attempted 
to steal a red light from a building. He placed 
Brunt under arrest, whereupon the 
others tried te take him away from the of- 
ficer. After a scrimmage ai) the students 
tied. but Wanty was caught. 

They were arraigned before Justice Doty 
today and pleaded guilty. to a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct. Van Brunt was fined $50 
and costs, while Wanty drew a $l0fine.

Other Body Found in Debris. 

Hete, however, the body of Chester was 
found. It was coated with a brown, filmy 
covering, and although It floated scarcely five 
yards from where a huge crowd of men and 
women were watching it was overlooked 
till a small boy called the attention of the 
police to the body. 

When it was taken out of the water the 
little coat s found to be covered with 
slimy mud. As with the case of the other 
body, the features were unrecognizable. 
George McCabe, father of Ralph. identified it. 

By this time nearly 5,000 people had col- 
lected on the banks of the pond, and the 
police were forced to use their clubs to make 
an opening so that the McCormick boy's 
body could be carried to the patrol wagon. 
At the sight of the body as it was passed 
from the pond several women began to 
screant and fight through the crowd that 
hemmed them ifn. 

Boys ané girls, holding each other's hands, 
wormed their way into the midst of the 
throng and in the disorder which followed 
the removal of the body from the water 
were pushed and crowded until they began 
to cry. Policemen rushed to their rescue 
and carried them out of the crowd on their 
shoulders, 

It fs the belief of the police that the boys 
rode to within a short distance of the pond 
on @ wagon which was seen to pass Sixty- 
seventh street and Michigan avenue at 4:45 
p. m. last Tuesday. This, was the last seen 
of the boys by any one who knew them. 


Deceived by Floating Cans, 

The boys, it is supposed. were deceived by 
the floating cans and filling on the north side 
of the pond and walked upon it. Two feet 
from the bank the water is five feet deep, 
which made it impossible for them to scram- 
ble back to safety. 

Just s few minutes before the body of the 
McCormick boy was found Capt. McWeeney 
and Inspector Hunt held a conference to de- 
cide whether to dynamite the lagoon or to 
send in a teil for a fire engine to pump 
all the water out of the pond, which Is nearly 
100 yards long and about © yards wide.

New York, May 25.—[Special.]—Through an 
offer of new Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
bonds today it became known that at a spe- 
cial meeting on March 2 last there was cre- 
ated an issue of general moftgage 4 per cent 
bonds to the amount of $300,000,000. The 
issue is the greatest of all railroad issues and 
is exceeded in amount only by the $304,000,000 
first mortgage bonds of the United States 
Steel corporation. It is, however, not an ex- 
travagant issue as concerns the Burlington. 
for the bonds will retire or refund the out- 
standing aggregate of $170,000,000 Burlington 
bonds of various classes and form a means 
of providing for future contingencies. 

“Old Bonds to Be Redeemed. 

Only $16,000,000 of the bonds are offered for 
sale. The proceeds are to be used for the 
redemption ef $1,250,000 bonds maturing 
this year and to reimburse the company for 
advances made to its capital account in im- 
provement and extension work. The re- 
mainder, it was said authoritatively, will 
be reserved for the redemption or refunding 
of outstanding bonds. #

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SEB CONTEMPT IN STRIKES 


Lawyers for Mears-Slayton Will 
Seek Arrest of 275 Men. 


MANY CARPENTERS ARE OUT 


Ordered to Quit in Forty-two Build- 
ings Scattered Over City. 


Two hundred and seventy-five carpenters, 
members of the district councils of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters: and 
Joiners of America and of the Amalgamated 
Mill and Factory Workera, are threatened 
with arrest for contempt of court. 

The trouble grew out of the sttike six weeks 
ago of the carpenters at the Mears-Slayton 
Lumber company. 1108 Belmont avenue, and 
the recent calling out oficarpenters employed 
in forty-two buildings where. the lumber 
company’s interior finish was ting used. 

Attorneys Hickman, <Elsdon, Shaw, and 
Allen, representing the Mears-Slayton Lum- 
ber company, .will appear before Judge 
Charles M. Walker today and ask thata rule 
be entered citing into court for contempt 
John A. Metz, Charles Grass), George Lakey, 
and L. Deckhart, officers of the brotherhood, 
and John J. Brittain and Philip Janson of the 
amalgamated, besides delegates of the two 
councils. The case will have a bearing upon 
the 15,000 members of both labor organiza- 
tions. 


Writ Issued by Judge Carpenter. 

Attorneys for the lumber company ,wil' 
base their action on an injunction issued last 
Friday by Judge Carpenter forbidding the 
brotherhood from interfering with the 
Mears-Slayton company. The same day, it 
is said, John Brittain, business agent of the 
Amalgamated, drove about the city in an 
automobile calling strikes in forty-two build- 
ings where the company’s woodwork was 
being used. The attorneys will claim there 
is collusion between the two organizations 
and that the action of Brittain in the face of 
the injunctions was contempt. 

Attorney John D. Farrell, representing 
the carpenters, will resist the issuance of 
the rule, it is believed, on the ground that 
when the injunction was issued no mention 
was made of the Amalgamated society, and 
that its business agent was not in contempt 
when he called the strikes. 


Strike on for Six Weeks. 

Six weeke ago the carpenters at the Mears- 
Slayton company’s plant demanded an in- 
crease in wages of 1% cents an hour, assert- 
ing that this agreement had been made with 


y the firm a year before. Company officials 


refused to grant the increase and the car- 
penters waiked out. Woodworkers immedi- 
ately took their places. The company’s plant 
was picketed and numerous small disturb- 
ances occurred. An injunction restraining 
the tarpenters from interfering with the 
work of the plant was asked for and granted. 
The strikes in the building followed the visit 
of Bubiness Agent Brittain.

Healy Promises to Gather Evi- 
dence Against North Side Men 


UP TO THE POLICE, HE SAYS, 


Every Buffet Could Be Shut to Women 
in Hour, Avers State’s Attorney. 


**Ordere from the police would close every 
saloon in Chicago to disorderly women infan 
hour,” said. State’s Attorney John J. Healy 
yesterday in discussing the north side saloons 
where women are allowed to ask men to 
purchase them drinks. 


“ We'll wait until -we learn what the jury 


in Judge Blake’s court decides before acting 
on Max Schreiber’s license,” said Inspector 
Anson Backus from his headquarters at the 
Chicago avenue station. 

Schreiber is the saloonkeeper at 116 Wella 
street who is charged with keeping a disor- 
derly house. A young girl from Marshfield, 
Wis., brought to Chicago by a soldier from 
Fort Sheridan will be the principal witness 
against him. 

Will Collect Evidence. 

Mr. Healy promised, as soon as the Collins 
case was finished, to collect evidence against 
north side saloonkeepers who are harboring 


women. 

“A year ago,” sald he, “we closed a 
number of the worst resorts in Clark street 
in the two blocks north of the river, but now 
they are starting up/again. We caused the 
revocation of a number of licenses, but it is 
a reform work that, needs continuous atien- 
tion and the support of the police. We néver 
have been able to do much with the M¢Govern 
brothers. We put them out of business once, 
but they are just as bad ag ever, I am In- 
formed, at 61 North Clark street.” 


Others: Like Schreiber’s. 


Inspector Backus said Max Schréiber’s 
place waan't any worse than several! others 
on the north side. 

“The police have orders to keep women 
out of- saloons unless they are accompanied 
byt escorts,’’ said he, “and if any saloon 
is notoriously breaking the law I'l recom- 
mend the revocation of its license. This girl 
from Wisconsin is 20 years old—old enough 
to know what she is about—and I’m not sure 
the saloonkeeper was to blame. Anyway, 
I'm going to wait until] the case ts tried.”

LODGING HOUSES SEARCHED. 


Anonymous Letter Sent to Inspector 
Wheeler Being Investigated. | 


Detectives from Assistant Chief Schuet- 
tler’s office searched through lodging house 
districts last night for a man who attempt- 
ed on Friday to sell a large diamond to Ed- 
ward Braue, night clerk at the Vestibule 
hotel, 96 Van Buren street. From the de- 
scription of the diamond and from other 
circumstances in the case the police think 
this man might have had something to do 
with the death of Robert C. P. Holmes. 

Clerk Braue told Detective Alexander 
Crandall that the diamond was about one 
and a half carats in size, and that the man 
demanded $187 for it. The man who pre- 
sented it was dressed like a workingman, 
had dark hair and a sandy mustache. He 
was about 35 years old. 

Ap anonymous letter, written with a blue 
pencil and bearing a Chicago postmark was 
received during the day by Inspector Wheeler 
at the Harrisonvstreet station. It read: 

“Louis Dates knows something of the 
Holmes tragedy.”’ 

The inepector believes that if the writer was 
serious he would have told more about Dates, 
but an attempt is being made to find the 
writer. ,

STATEMENTS DO NOT AGREE. 


Slayer Says He Fired Throngh a Coal 
Hole; Others Aver He Didn’t.

George O’Neill, a printer employed at M. 
A. Donohue & Co.'s establishment, 407 Dear- 
born: street, was shot and killed last mid- 
night by John Lally, engineer.of the tid- 
ing. e ' 

Lally told the police that he had been pes- 
tered by men lounging about the premises, 
and that he shot through a coal hole in the 
sidewalk. This version of the shooting is 
comradicted by several persons, who say 
the engineer ran up from the basement and 
discharged four shots at his victim. 

The bullet struck O’Nelll in the right 
breast and plowed a hole straight across, 
lodging tn the left side. 

If the shot had been fired from below the 
sidewalk, as the engineer describes, the po- 
lice say the bullet would have taken an up- 
ward course Lally is locked up at the Har- 
rison street station pending the coroner’s 
inquest. 

O’Neill was 23 years old and lived at 433 
Forty-seventh street. He laid off work last 
night, and shortly before midnight went 
to the Donahue establishment to see some 
friends—employed there. The doors were 
locked, and when he found he could not enter, 
it is said he pounded at the rear entrance. 

Engineer Lally says he thought it was some 
“bum ” with whom he had had trouble and 
he warned the intruder to go away. The 
pounding continued and Lally got his revol- 
ver to frighten the man away. He says he 
fired one shot through the coal hole, but 
those whp witnessed the shooting say that 
Lally discharged the weapon four times.

Defendant’s Church Connections.’

Presbyterian Sunday school in the morning. 
He is one of the most promising members 
of the Jackson Boulevard Christian Sunday 
school.

Baltimore, Md., May 25.—[{Special.]—Two 
new bishops’ were advanced to seats of honor 
on the stage of the Methodist general canfer- 
ence today. Announcement of the result of 
the tenth ballot taken Saturday afternoon 
confirmed the general belief that Dr. William 
A. Quayle of Chicago had been chosen. 

The twelfth ballot was taken at 1 o'clock 
and it was announced at 4:30 that Charles 
W. Smith, the Pittsburg editor, had followed 
the Chicago man into the company of the 
elect. The thirfeenth ballot is in the hands 
of the teller and tomorrow morning its an- 
nourtcement may reveal the selection of Dr. 
Hughes, president of De Pauw university, 
if the predictions of some are realized. 

Although there is a conference rule against 
applause ‘under.such circumstances, it was 
violated when the election of Dr. Quayle 
was read out by Presiding Bishop Hamilton 
early in today’s proceedings. The loud 
bandclapping was not heard by Dr. Quayle 
lkimself, as he did @®ot reach the hall until 
ten minutes after the reading of the ballot. 
He lectured at Cornell university yesterday 
and did not reach the city until after the 
conference assembled this morning. 

Dr. Quayle received 519 votes, thirty-one 
more than the réquired two-thirds. Dr. 
Smith got 511, fifteen more than was neces- 
sary. »

Duty to NegroIssue. 

Codperation and closer relations, leading 
ultimately to union ,with other churches of 
the Presbyterian faith, the duty of the 
church to the negro, and religious education 
were other subjects considered. _ 

The Rev. Dr. William H. Roberts-of Phila- 
delphia, in reading the “report of the com- 
mittee on church codperation and union, 
submitted resolutions, which were adopted, 
recommending the heartiest response to any 
movement inviting union with the Reformed 
church in America, the Presbyterian church 
in the United States, the United Presbyterian, 
and other churches of the faith. 


Aim at Church Co-operation. 


The assembly adopted a resolution approv- 
ing the plan of the federal council of the 
churches of Christ in America, which is com- 
posed of twenty-seven of the leading Prot- 
estant and Evangelical churches in the coun- 
try, with tfe hope that the first meeting of 
the federal council will result in plans of 
codperation which will manifest more clearly 
the unity in Jesus Christ of the churches and 
advance in a noteworthy manner the inter- 
ests of the kingdom of Christ in the United 
States and throughout the world. 

Speaking on the report of the committee on 
education, Dr. Leslie French of the Universi- 
ty of Michigan said the church should make 
greater efforts to reach state university stu- 
dents. He said that one-seventh of the stu- 
dent body of the Michigan university were 
Presbyterians,

Cincinnati, O., May 25.—The resignation of 
Prof. H. H. Bawden from the chair of phi- 
losophy in the University of Cincinnati not 
having been presented as demanded by Prfesi- 
dent Dabney, that chair has been formally 
declared vacant by the university trustees. 

In'a statement issued today the trustees 
explain that their action was taken unani- 
mously for the following reasons: 

‘*‘1. Prof. Bawden came here under false 
pretensions, having been dismissed from 
Vassar coliege on substantially the same 
grounds as mentioned under 2. He acknowl- 
edges this in his letter of May 3, published 
in the newspapers. 

“2. His manner of life as well as his teach- 
ings is destructive of the family, the founda- 
tion of human society. 

‘8. After receiving the president's letter 
asking for his resignation, Prof. Bawden 
came to the president’s office and threatened 
him with publication of his story and his 
opinions on the subject if he did not with- 
draw the letter. This he afterward did, to 
the scandal of the university and the viola- 
tion of public decency and good morals,”’

the relation of the sexes and, it is said, he 
had an “affinity ’’ among the students at 
Vassar college, a young woman'now said to 
be a student at Leland Stanford university in 
California. ;

Case Is Joint Hearing to Fix Responsi- 
bility for Damages. 


Mrs. James T. Harahan, wife of the presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central railroad, made 
her courtroom début yesterday when ,she 
took the witness ptand before Municipal 
Judge Lantry and told of an automobile ac- 
cident that occurred on Jan. 31. 

“Yes, this is my first appearance,” she 
said, as she was leaving. “1 didn’t mind it 
at all. The only thing was I didn’t tell halt 
of what I wanted to. Did I make a good 
witness?” | 

The attorneys representing Mr. Harahan, 
and there were three of them—J. N. Sheehan, 
J. G. Drennan, and V. W. Foster—declared 
that Mrs. Harahan did make an excellent 
witness. Her answers were clear and to the 
point. When an objection was interposed 
she waited for the court's ruling, and then 
spoke @irectly to the jury. 

Technically, Mr. Harahan was the defend- 
ant in the case on hearing, but as he had filed 
& cross suit it really was a joint hearing of 
the two cases to settle the question of the 
responsibility for the automobile accident. 

Accident Happens in January. 

On the last day in January the Harahan 
lmousine, containing Mrs. Harahan and the 
. chauffeur, Donald Walsh, collided at Drexel 
boulevard and Forty-third street with a 
small car owned and operated by Maurice 
R. Michaels, who had with him a cousin, 
| Miss Fiorence Well. 

The machines were going in opposite direc- 
tions and met almost head on. There were 
no-serious injuries. Mrs. Harahan was 
thrown to the floor of her car and Well 
was hurled from her seat beside Michaels, 
She was stunned and wascarried into a store 
before she recovered consciousness. 

These injuries had no bearing In the litiga- 
tion. Michaels brought suit for $300 in order 
to recover $102 he spent in repairing the 
damages to his car, and Mr. Harahan’s at- 
torneys filed acrogs suit for $240 for damages 
to his car. 

Mr. Harahan was not in the courtroom, but 
Mrs. Harahan arrived early in the after- 
noon. At the request of the attorneys she 
was allowed to testify for the defense before 
the plaintiff's case had been presented, 

Mrs. Harahan was dressed in a light blue 
gray tailor made gown, the jacket of 
which was lafd off when she took the stand, 
revealing an embroidered white waist. She 
wore elbow length gray gloves and a small 
dark blue hat of fine straw, trimmed with a 
-bird the plumage of which was dark blue, 


Mrs. Harahan Testifies. 

Her story of the accident, as she told it in 
direct examination, was as follows: 

“YT got into the car at my home, 3356 
Michigan avenue, and was going to an enter- 
tainment at the home of Mrs. Watson J. 
Ferry, 4714 Kenwood avenue. I was looking 
out of the side window as we were going 
south, when the machine gave a quick swerve 
and I looked out to see another automobile 
right upon us. My car was practically at a 
standstill when it dashed into us, breaking 
the rungihg board and damaging the side of 
the car. “ 

‘“‘I was thrown to the floor and was lying 
there when my chauffeur opened the door, 
put his hand on me, and then, without saying 
anything, ran for a physician. Then a man 
and a woman came over. I wasn’t badly 
hurt, and I got out to talk to them.”

THE THAW DECISION. 
The failure of Harry Thaw to obtain 
his release from custody is a highly desira- 


.-ble outcome of the habeas corpus pro- 


ceedings instituted in his behalf. 

_ There is no doubt the effect upon a 
public opinion already sufficiently cynical 
a= to the efficiency and rectitude of our 
laws would have been of the worst if 
‘Thaw had proceeded s6 promptly from the 
dock to absolute freedom. Only one in- 
terpretation would have been put upon 
this sequence by the average American— 
namely: that evasion of law is the secure 
privilege of the rich. The rough reason- 
ing of the public at large would have 


. brushed aside the possibility of recovery 


and would have struck straight at the 
fact that by a liberal expenditure from 
the Thaw millions “ experts” and shrewd 


- -—s counse! had first saved Thaw from the 


consequences of his act by establishing 
one hypothesis and then saved him from 
the consequences following upon this hy- 


e = pothesis by repudiating it.

“ose 3 t the judge whe committed Thaw to 
¥ Seen wan gave it as bis opinion, based 


upon the opinion of autuorities in alien- 
ism, that Thaw’s type of aberration was 
incurable. This declaration would have 
given to the popular opinion a final cer- 
tainty that Thaw had evaded the law. 

Happily the public has escaped this 
disturbing conclusion and the administra- 
tioh of justice has been saved from an- 
other blow in the popular estimation. It 
is devoutly to be hoped that, not only for 
the safety of those upon whom a frecur- 
rence of Thaw’s mania might be wreaked 
but for the welfare of the public at large, 
the courts of New York will not take 
chances with his case. 

When Thaw is proved sane and per- 
manently. cured beyond a _ reasonable 
doubt, let him be allowed to go free. But 
not till that proof is given. 


“RIPE!” 

It is said the tip has been sent through 
the underworld that Chicago is “ ripe.” 

The news is not astonishing to any but 
the most ingenuous inhabitant. Neverthe- 
less it is well to have our expectations, 
uncomfortable though they are, officially 
confirmed. | 

The convention fs coming) the army of 
politicians and the army of politics-loving 
plain Americang; and the army of suin- 
mer sightseers. Ndé wonder there is also 
to be with us an army of camp followers 
from the underworld. That was inevi- 
table. The question now before us is: 
“What Are We Going to Do About It?” 

Perhaps no exhortation is necessary to 
induce a vivid sense of the importance of 
a satisfactory response to this question on 
the part of the Chicago police department. 

The department is no doubt keenly 
awake to the fact that Chicago's reputa- 
tion, for many years unduly darkened by 
a rude and unregarding national press, is 
especially at stake during the convention 
season, of which the days of the repub- 
lican national convention are most critical. 
Therefore not only will the “round up” 
now begun be pursued vigorously and per- 
sistently but every measure within the 
elastic resources of the police intelligence 
and the police organization will be em- 
ployed. 

But there are responsibilities bésides 
those of the Ohicago police force. Ohi- 
eago has a right to such codperation for 
the protection of its inhabitants and its 
guests as other cities can provide in the 
general surveillance of criminals on tour, 
bound for the hoped for harvest. This 
aid we assume will not be denied the Chi- 
cago authorities. 

The Municipal court judges who sit at 
the police stations will also find an extra 
burden of duty and an exceptional de 
mand for prompt and strict enforcement 
of our laws. 

Lastly, there is a responsibility which 
attaches to the individual, inhabitant 
and visitor, to take into consideration the 
circumstances and use some reasonable 
degree of precaution in going about the 
streets, in leaving articles of value in 
public or quasi-public places, in wearing 
valuables in accessible parts of the attire. 

It is not necessary, for example, to car- 
ry all one’s money, jewelry, and return 
railroad ticket in a red morocco pocket- 
book carried absent-mindedly in the hand 
or left on counters while ribbong are 
matched. Little money meed be carried 
in our modern cities, and appointments 
may be kept without the aid of the large 
gold hunting case watch which protrudes 
so tellingly from the exposed waistcoat. 
There are few points downtown that are 
not in sight of clocks. 

A small book of cautions might be 
made up, and yet it would not contain 
anything that a little sensible considera- 
tion will not discover to the average per 
son. But no merely human protection 
protects from personal heedlessness’ and 
folly. 


THE TRACTION PROBLEM. 


The traction question has assumed a 
new phase in New York City, and prob- 
ably will do eo some day in Chicago. 
It has been taken for granted that every 
expendjture made to accommodate an in- 
creasing volume of traffic would be a 
profitable expenditure. This has ceased 
to be the case when it becomes a matter 
of those magnificent expenditures which 
become mnecessafy when new routes of 
travel have to be constructed far beneath 
the surface. The building of some pro- 
posed New York subways which would 
accommodate the public greatly has been 
held up by the discovery that there would 
not be enough travel te pay the interest 
on the money invested, 

On the heels of this. comes the unwel- 
come statement of Bion J. Arnold that 
the subway now in operation, while “a 
eplendid means of transportation,” does 
not carry sufficient passengers at a 5 cent 
fare to justify the large investment from 
a financia) point of view. He describes, 
however, changes in operating methods 
which would increase its capacity and 
thus give the public a better return for 
its money. 

Some of the projected subways could 
mot be made toe pay even if they were 
utilized to the utmost by the employment 
of the best conceivable methods of oper- 
ation. But if they are not built the pub- 
lie will have to get along with sadly in- 
adequate facilities for daily travel. As 
private capita) will not sink itself in un- 
dertakings it knows will not pay, the 
question is whether the community shal] 

furnish the capital and submit to a loss 
‘in order to provide the facilities. There 
would be the alternative of charging a 
higher rate of fare, but when people are 
accustomed to the lower rate they resent 
a chenge. Many would refuse to accept 
better accommodations which cost them 
more. 

There is nothing in these New York de- 
velopments to discourage Chicago from 
proceeding with the construction of its 
subway. It can, however, benefit by 
those developments. It car build one free 
from imperfections which have lessene 
the usefulness of the New York subway. 
It can keep down-the total cost of the 
undertaking by making it of such gener- 


have to be made in the near future. 
This genera] assembly has refused to

ous capacity that costly changes will not. 


provide it with the funds needed for the 
early construction of the right kind of 
subway. The next general assembly will 
not be ‘so irrational as this one. While 
the city is waiting for it to act plans can 
be perfected for a subway which, unlike 
the New York one, will carry more than 
enough passengers to justify the invest- 
ment. 


WASTED PREACHING. 
Occasionally some earnest man feels it 
his duty to tell all whom he can persuade 
to listen to him that the constitution of 
the United States needs a general over- 
hauling. He tells the people that if they 
had an improved constitution, suited to 


_the times, such as he would draw up for 


them if they were to give him the order, 
they could’ enter into the full enjoyment 
of rights now denied them. He assures 
them that under such a constitution they 
would be the masters and would no longer 
have bosses. 

Whenever one of these earnest men can 
convince a majority of the people that 
they ought to revise their constitution 
they will do it; whenever they are per- 
suaded that they are being deprived of 
their rights through auy form of govern- 
ment they will change it. ‘They are loyal 
to the sentiment of the declaration of inde- 
pendence that “it is the right of the peo- 
ple to alter or to,abolish” any form of 
government under which they are de- 
prived of the rights of freemen. Show 
them the deprivation and they will fur- 
nish the remedy. 

The vexatious feature of the situation 
for college professors who are trying to 
arouse Americans to a realization of their 
sufferings and, deprivations is that the 
people, speaking generally, are disgrace- 
fully satisfied with the constitution as it 
is. Here and there men are found who 
complain of it in one or another particu- 
lar, but there are not enough of them to 
accomplish anything. The great majority 
see no need of a change. They are ruled 
by that happy spirit of conservatism 
which irritates passionate innovators so 
much. 

Sometimes the college professor, dis- 
gusted because his theories of government 
meet with so cold a reception, flies into a 
rage with the men who will not accept 
them. He accuses them of being mentally 
sluggish and politically umeducated. He 
tries to sting them by the assertion that 
the Swiss herdsman is far’ beyond them 
in knowledge of the arts of government. 
But they decline to lose their temper. 
He has a low opinion of their capacity, 
but they have a fixed belief that he does 
not know what he is talking about. 


DESIRABLE CO-OPERATION. 

Resolutions adopted at the close of the 
recent conference of governors at the 
White house recommended the creation of 
commissions, national and state, to have 
general charge of investigations and activ- 
ities connected with the conservation of 
natural resources. 

This proposition recognizes the dual 
nature of the government. It is, likewlse, 
an excéllent ‘one from the standpoint of 
efficiency. There are many pheses of the 
subject which have a national bearing. 
They should be carefully studied by men 
of high character and general reputation. 
This fundamental study should precede 
legislation. It should be so thorough and 
exhaustive as to provide a mass of valua- 
ble data easily available as a satisfactory 
basis for wise legislation. 

The importance of the work of a nation- 
al commission is plainly evident. ‘The 
various problems for its study have rela- 
tionships with existing conditions which 
must be respected. Some of them have 
not yet taken hold of the people as essen- 
tial to the future prosperity and welfare 
of the nation. The preliminary work of 
investigation and of education of public 
opinion is one best to be done by such a 
body. , 

The opportunity for state commissions 
is equally apparent. The conditions in 
Florida, for example, where there is too 
much water, are essentially different from 
those in some western state where the 
storing and distribution of water is the 
prime thing sought. The advances made 
by the state of Wisconsin in forestation 
show what is possible under state direc- 
tion. If one commonwealth through a 
board of forestry can acquire 3,000,000 
acres with the threefold object of main- 
taining a timber supply, preventing, the 
washing of the soil, and assuring an even 
flow of. streams, thus regulating floods 
and protecting water power, others can 
do the same. 

There is plenty of room for the dual 
commissions. The creation of such bodies 
should be the next step. When public 
men like those at the conference confess 
their lack of adequate knowledge of the 
things involyed it is certain that the great 
mass of the’ people know less. The pre- 
liminary work of investigation and educa- 
tion is the important thing now. No bet- 
ter method of carrying that on can be 
devised than the creation of both national 
and state commissions.

‘ures of the same kind sold by public 
auction in London, in spite of the fact that 
they formed part of the collections of Wind- 
efor castle and of Buckingham palace and 
belonged to the crown. 

There were huge silver gilt pieces, the 
mates of which were in the plate room at 
Windsor castle, and there were in the same 
way whole rooms full of exquisite Sevres 
which were needed to complete the sets 
in the grand corridor of the castle. He had 
made arrangements to bid for these things 
at the sale, but the prices soared so high 
that he did not feel himself justified in 
paying the prices bidden for them, in most 
cases. by dealers.

The sale was that of the collection of the 
marquis of Conyngham and it was formed by 
the wife of the first marquis of Conyngham, 
who was the favorite of King George IV. 
During the entire latter portion of that 
monarch’s life Lady Conyngham’s influence 
over him was so supreme that her orders in 
his palaces were never questioned. 

Horses and carriages were furnished to 
her and to her family from the royal] sta- 
bles, her servants were paid by the royal 
privy puree, and even the dinners which 
she gave at her house in Hamilton place 
were sent from the kitchens of the palace 
in “‘ hackriey coaches and machines made 
expressiy for the purpose.” She appeared 
at entertainments wearing crown jewels, and 
Charles Greville in his diary mentions és- 
pecially one occasion when she wore at a 
dinner and ball at. Devonshire house, at 
which the king was present, a famous sap- 
phire which had formed part of the crown 
jewels. 

Quantities of things were given to her by 
George IV. In many cases they were the 
property of the crown, which he had no right 
whatsoever to alienate, and it is well known 
that she helped herself freely to whatever 
pleased her. 

At the king’s death the utmost difficulty 
Was experienced by his executor, the great 
duke of Wellington, and by his successor, 
William IV., tn compelling her to return 
the crown jewels; Some of them, notably 
a number of great pear shaped pearls which 
formed part of the Hanoverian crown jew- 
els, she absolutely refused to surrender. 


—- 


The Conynghams were originally from 
Scotland, but have been settled in Ireland 
ever since the beginning of the seventeenth 
century. Alexander Conyngham was dean 
of Raphoe. Sir Albert Conyngham, one of 
the dean’s twenty-seven children, fought by 
the side of King William at the battle of 
the Boyne, and subsequently was killed in 
an engagement near Colooney. 

The Conyngham family became extinct on 
the death in 1781 of Henry, Earl Conyngham. 
But by an arrangement with the crown 
his barony passed, along with his estate, to 
his nephew, Francis Burton, who assumed 
the patronymic and arms of Conyngham, and 
whose son Henry became in turn Viscount 
Conyngham, Viscount Mount Charles, Vis- 
count Slame, Baron Minster, and marquls of 
Conyngham. 

All these honors he owed not s0 much to 
the part which he played in bringing about 
the union of Ireland to Great Britain a 
hundred years ago as to the influence which 
his wife, Elizabeth Dennison, enjoyed over 
her sovereign. Of her two surviving sons 
one became second marquig of Conyngham, 
while the other was created Lord Londes- 
borough. This famous marchioness of Con- 
yngham, of whom Charles Greville says in 
his diary, “‘the wealth which she has ac- 
cumulated by savings and presents must be 
simply enormous,” survived until 1886. 

> - 


The present marquis, the fifth of his line 
is her great-great-grandson. He is now 25 
years of age, is unmarried, owns half a 
dozen country seats, including Slame castle 
in Meath, which is picturesquely situated 
on the site of an old monastery, command 
ing a superb view of the course of the historic 
river Boyne, just about twenty miles north 
of Dublin, the Biferons at Canterbury, as 
well as about some 200,000 acres of land 
and a nominal rent roll of $300,000. 

But he has a brother and no less than 
five sisters to provide for and these ag well 
as the five sisters and younger brother of 
the late marquis and the widows of the late 
marquis and also of the third marquis, their 
allowances constituting charges on the fam- 
ily property, It is In order to meet this 
drain upon his exchequer that he has, with 
the consent of his younger brother and heir, 
sold the treasures accumulated by his beau- 
tiful but frail ancestress at the expense of 
George IV. and of the British crown. 

Let me add that his mother, the widow of 
the fourth marquis, made a rather roman- 
tic marriage some eight years ago when 
she gave her hand to a good looking inspec- 
tor of the Irish constabulary of the name 
of John R. Cameron.

Emperor Nicholas has been held up to 
obloquy abroad as responsible for the harsh 
treatment to which the Jews have been sub- 
jected at the hands of his government, and 
it has been urged all along that relief from 
imperial tyranny and monarchical oppres- 
sion would be afforded to them by the duma. 

The latter, however, is apparently dis- 
posed to go further than the most reaction- 
ary ministers of the czar have ever ventured 
to recommend. For it has now under con- 
sideration a proposal, originating from with- 
in and not from without the legislature, for 
the enactment of a law excluding the en- 
tire race from the ranks of the army. At 
first glance this measure might appear of 
advantage to the Jews. But the latter do 
not so regard it, realizing full well that it 
has for its object to still further whittle 
away their scanty status of citizenship and 
to pave the way for additional restrictions 
of a humiliating and repressive character. 

With regard to the exclusion of the Jews 
from the Russian army it may be pointed 
out that they have made an excellent show- 
ing in other European armies. In Italy 
Gen: Ottolenghi, who has been in turn mili- 
tary governor of the present king, minister 
of war, and the otganizer of all the north- 
ern defenses of the peninsula, is a Jew. 

In the English army there are a large 
number of Jews holding commissions and 
even high rank, among them being Sir Fred- 
erick Nathan of the Royal artillery, who is 
now director of the government gunpowder 
factory, and Sir Matthew Nathan of the 


Royal engineers, who is now governor of 


Natal. 

There are several generals of the Jewish 
persuasion in the army of peror Francis 
Joseph. One of them, Gen. von Porges, a 
few years ago held the command of the 
fortress of Preemysl, which, owing to the 
position which it occupies on the Russian 
frontier of Austria, may be said to consti- 
tute the most important of all the keys of 
the dual empire. 

Another is Gen. von Schweitzer, who for a 
number of years commanded the Twenty- 
sixth regiment of Austrian infantry, of 
which old Grandduke Michael of Russia 
le the honorary colonel.

Still another was old baron von Elss. The 
latter was slated for the cross of the Order 
of Maria Theresa, only granted for some 
extraordinary feat of daring in war. It is 
the highest military distinction fn the ola 
world, ranking even higher than the Victoria 
cross in England, or the St. George’s cross 
in Russia, and that it is but rarely conferred 
may be gathered from the fact that there 
are but half a dozen officers of the Austro- 
Hungarian army whose breasts are adorned 
with this most highly prized decoration. 
The statutes of this order, which was found- 
ed by the Empress Maria Theresa, restrict 
ite membership to Christians and Gen. Kiss 
was informed that having been elected by 
the chapter of the order on the proposal 
of the emperor, the decoration would be 
conferred upon him if he would consent to 
become a convert to Christianity. But he 
preferred to sacrifice the distinction rather 
than abandon his religion, and there was not 
an officer in the whole Austrian army who 
4id not honor him for his loyalty to his 
creed. ° 

In the French army there are several 
thousands of Jewish officers. But there are 
none in the German army, This {s not the 
fault of the emperor, but of the officers 
themselves. The officers of each regiment 
have the right of passing upon the ad- 
mission of subalterns to their corps, and as 
they ore and all vote against every Jew 
officer whose nomination has been submitted 
to them. the Jews have By degrees ceased 


altogether from applying for commissiona, 


Royal Norton, Born in Chicago, 
Passes AWay in California. 


WINNER IN PRIZE CONTEST. 


Photograph Was Given First Place by 
London, Eng., Judges.

Royal Norton, the most celebrated cat in 
the world, died yesterday at Los Angeles, 
Cal. He had just celebrated his twelfth 
birthday by giving the most unique cat party 
on record. Royal and his twelve sons and 
Gaughters received nearly a hundred kit- 
tens who came with their mistresses to honor 
the king of cats and feast on spring chicken 
and ice cream, 3 

Royal was well known in Chicago, where he 
was born and lived until a few years ago, 
when ‘he was taken in a huge cat house to 
California. His owner, Mrs. Leland Norton, 
organized the first cat club in America and 
gave the first exclusive cat show in this 
country in 1898, where Royal won the prize 
as the best cat in the show. For years Miss 
Frances Willard’s noted cat, “ Toots,” was 
Royal's boon companion at Drexel kennels. 

A few years ago a London paper published 
@ request for cat photographs for an illus- 
trated page of a hundred cats. More than 


a thousand pictures were received from all 


over the world and Royal’s picture was 
chogen for the middle of the page. In a book 
for cat lovers, particularly for children, now 
on the press of a Chicago publishing house, is 
the following story of this interesting event 
in the Mfe of Royal Norton: 


Story of Prize Cat Picture. 

**A London paper once asked all the cats 
in the world to send their prettiest picture. 
Well, my dear kittens, you should have 
seen the postman bringing in the pictures. 
At first there were only two or three, then 
there was four or five; then there was a 
dozen; then there was a hundred, and then 
there was a thousand. 

“and such pictures—little cuddly kittens 
snapped by baby kodaks and stunning pho- 
tographs that cost $50 a dozen. There were 
crayons, pastels, water colors, pencil draw- 
ings, pen and ink sketches, of] paintings, and 
miniatures worth hundreds of dollars.

I don’t 
know how they do it, but we sit in front of 
the strangest animal, who hae three long, 
slim legs with brassy knees that double up in 
the strangest fashion. Its body is hidden 
under a shiny black cloth and it hasonly_one 
glassy eye in the middie of a wooden face. 
And that eye follows you wherever you go 
and the only noise it ever makes is a diabol- 
ical little click, as much as to say, ‘ Now I’ve 
got you!’ 

“Why, kittens, when I see IT, I get so 
cold and stiff; I shrink and shrivel and hud- 
dle into a heap; I pull every hair close to my 
body, and my lovely flowing plume is about 
the size of a twisted clothes line. But look at 
Royal's plume! He carries it like King Hen- 
ry of Navarre and he has the most loyal, lov- 
ing heart that ever beat in a kitty cat’s 
breast. He is so tender to the helpless; why, 
he wouldn't hurt a mouse and he is never so 
happy as when a baby kit is curled up beside 
bim. 

How Photograph Was Taken. 

“In the first place, they starved Royal for 
twenty-four hours. Just think of it! Nota 
mouthful for a whole day and the longest 
night he had ever known.

It is thus that musical comedy advances 
toward the galleries. In ‘' The Earl and 
the Girl,” wasn’t it, somebody sang a ditty 
called “‘ Spooning ’”’ while young women sat 
in flower decked, practical swings and kicked 
their heels over the heads of the orchestra. 
This was followed by the “ airship’ scene 
in ‘‘ Three Twins,” in which revolving cars 
like those found in the summer gardens 
swing out beyond the apron of the stage. 
Now we have an adaptation of the Grig- 
olati ballet brought to the Bush temple, and 
doubtless soon we shall see the more daring 
of the “ broilers”’ hauled up to the balcony 
rail in enlarged parcel carriers, the while 
they foolishly try to plant confetti in the 
heads of their audience.

It points the way to some meas- 
ure of success by inducing the management 
to look immediately for a new book, which 
is usually the weak spot.

For Those Who Knit. 


The materials required for a comfortable 
and dainty three cornered shaw! are two 
bone knitting needles, No. 8, and doubla 
Berlin or fancy wool. First: Cast on three 
stitches and knit off plain. Second: Make 
one at end of every other row by knitting 
into the bottom part of the loop and then into 
actual stitch. Knit backward and forward, 
garter stitch, until there are 150 stitches on 
the needle. Third: Knit six rows without 
increasing. Fourth: Decrease at the end 
of every other row by taking the last two 
stitches together until three loope remain 
and then cast off. The decreasings must be 
made at the same ends of the rows that the 
increasings were made. Fifth: Finish off 
the edge all around with a crochet edging. 
This shaw! is easily and quickly made, and 
if made in a delicate colored wool will be 
extremely dainty. It can be-worn as a hood 
as well as a shawl by putting one corner over 
the head and drawing the other two over 
the shoulders and under the chin.

In a market which at times was practically 
at a standstill wheat values yesterday dis- 
played a sound undertone. News offerings 
were of the sort to prompt cautious move- 
ment, but there was enough tonic in the 
more important items to hold prices above.

that conditions are far from satisfactory. 
Bome counties of the banner state estimated 
that between 20 and 30 per cent damage had 
alreauy resulted from the invasion of the 
fiy, and a party of investigators estimated 
that the state will turn out about 75,200,000 
bu, whereas a few weeks ago conservaitve 
men noted prospects of a crop of from 90,-

Favorable Situation Northwest. 


Crop conditions in spring wheat territory 
on both sides of the line were reported to be 
practically ideal. Receipts at Duluth and 
Minneapolis were 215 cars, 100 under those 
of the previous Monday and 175 less than 
those of the similar day in 1907. A Duluth 
message indicated that the movement from 
the country next week will be considerably 
freer. Total primary arrivals were 631,000 
bu, against 672,000 bu a year ago, St. Louis 
and Kaneas City running large, at 272,000 
bu, compared to 185,000 bu last year. Local 
receipts were liberal, at 538 cars, the grain 
to be made up for delivery on May contracts. 
The trade in the current month delivery was 
more active than for some time, scattered 
shorts covering, with elevator concerns 
handing out the grain. 


Foreign Business Is Checked. 
The seaboard sent word that exports were

The department of commerce and labor's pre- 
Mminary reports for April and the ten months of., 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1907, indicate 
that the export meat industry, except In canned 
meats, is becoming broader. While the figures 
for the month may show a loss in many of the 
products, says the National! Provisioner, the total 
for the ten months shows a slight gain over that 
of the simitar period the year before. The ex- 
porte of fresh meats, principally. showed a de- 
crease of about 16,000,000 lbs, compared to those 
of April, 1007. Exports of hog products for April, 
in the case of bacon, showed an increase of about 
$1.500,(00 over those of the similar month last 
year, those of ham representing a gain of about 
$400,000. For the ten months the exports of meat 
anima!s showed a falling off of about $1,000,000. 
A siight relapse is shown in the figures for the 
month compared to those of April, 1907, this being 
noticeable because the figures for March showed 
an increase of $1,750.000 over those of March, 1997.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, May 26.—All remaining doubts con- 
cerning the slack consumptive demand for dressed 
beef were dispelled, when, with receipts of only 
17,000 cattle, sellers had much difficulty in main- 
taining values at a steady level. Trade was slow 
and unsatisfactory from the start, early attempts 
to advance prices, made by sellers, resulting in a 
fine show of indifference on buyers’ part, which 
lasted throughout the segsion. The quality of the 
offerings was plain, and steers selling at around 
$7.00@7.30 looked about 10c higher than at the 
close of last week, but there were few steers good 
enough to bring those figures, and they were taken 
early in the day, when the market was at its best. 
Moderate offerings of fancy cows and heifers sold 
at strong prices, but common grassy offerings 
were hard to sell at steady to a shade lower val- 
ues. In the hog market the heaviest receipts 
since Feb. 10, when all previous records were 
broken, gave buyers full control of prices, and 
declines of 15@25c were established, most of the 
swine going at 15@20c lower prices than Saturday's 
lowest time. The average price for the day, at 
$5.37%, compared with $5.55 Saturday and $5.41 a 
week ago, Only a few sheep and yearlings were 
included in the receipts, and they sold steady, while 
clipped lambs of good weight also cleared at un- 
changed values, and woolskins sold at a decline of 
10@ lic. 

CATTLE. 

Early estimates on the arrivals were for only 
15,000 and sellers felt assured of higher prices. 
The demand from all quarters was disappointing, 
however, shippers confining their operations large- 
ly to the steers selling at $6.76 and higher, and 
exporters taking only a limited supply at around 
$6.25@6.76, although British markets were re- 
ported at the highest point of the season. Out- 
side competition served to keep prices of choice 
to prime steers at a high level and sales at from 
$6.25 up were called steady to 10c higher. Local 
packers had the market for cheaper cattle much 
to themselves, and, after several unsuccessful at- 
tempts,. secured most of these at a reduction of 
10@16c from last week's close. Best steers made 
$7.30, while a few other loads brought §7.00@7.25. 
and the bulk of the cholce stock cleared at from 
86.00 to $7.00. London exporters paid up to 
$6.75, while good dressing and ehipping steerg 
made $6.00@6.50. Medium to good beeves brought 
$5.65@5.90, and a light kind cleared at from $5.35 
@5.75. Choice heifers were scarce and sales were 
made at from $6.00 to $6.25. with the bulk of

5.40. Cows touched $5.90, with a range of from
